brothers named Keith arrived^icre yester- 
daj, repoiting that the train to which they 
belonged had been attacked by the Shes- 
brones or Banach tribe of Indians, and a 
laigc number of immigrants had been kil- 
led, and the remainder driven away fiom 
their wagons aud scatteied. Thc brothers 
Keith arm-cd here much exhausted, sub- 
sisting on some diied horse meat for twen- 
ty-one days. 


Thc names of the murdered are as fol- 


lows : J. Myeis, Win. Auttley, Lewis Law- 
son, Justice Creese, Charles Kersncr, Eli- 
jah Otter, his wife, three children and one 
son. When the Keiths left the tram there
